A proper start in life, wh'ch assur-

1v body, is the best gifit- that can 
be made to the baby. The baby is a 

counar subject fer consideration, 

and we shall draw attention to a 
few matters to which thought should 
be given by all those responsible for 
the care of a baby. 

The baby should be fed regularly— 
fed by the clock. Beyond dispute, 
breast feeding is the best kind of 
feeding for the baby. If, for some 
reason, artificial feeding is neces- 
sary, the formula should be ordered 
by a physician and adjusted, from 
time to time, to the needs of the 
growing child. For example, cod liv- 
er oil is added to the diet in the sec 
ond monith, and orange or tomato 
juice in the fourth month. 

Never use a comfort; it is a filthy 
and dangerous habit, exposing the 
child to disease. In addition, the com 
fort, pacifier and teething-ring spoil

Keep the baby’s body clean by & 
daily tub-bath in hot water. Cleanli- 
ness makes the baby comfortable 
and contented. 

Fresh air and sumshine are essen 
tial for the health of the baby. Every 
child should receive his sun-baths as 
regularly as he receives this feed- 
ings. 

The baby sleeps most of the time. 
He should have a bed to himself. He 
must be trained from the first to 
sleep when put to bed, and should be 
left alone and never be rocked to 
sleep. If he is not sleeping out of 
doors, the bedroom should always be 
weil ventilated.
